tian to three ſucceſlive Kings of that Countrey. + 1+ ſhall: give 
my ſelf the leſs trouble to demonſtrate to the Reader” that 
this learned perſon was endowed with the Spirit of- Prophe- 
Cie, becauſe I could inſtance above a thouſand Prophecies of 
his 'which have already*come to paſs: but before 1 give you 
one or two. which--concerned- our Nation as an-Inſtafice-; Þ 
ſhall give you the Judgement .of. one of the'greateſt wits in 
our laſt age who in brief ſayes thus, | 
: God Alraighty.has choſen'our Afich. Noſtredamus to impart.
